Tie told me this because he thought

that it would be pleasing, which it
CWiHSE. It has been a great source of
pleasure {o  every Utah man that I

have met while here in the east to feci
that no matter in what department he
wmight register, he invariably found
that in the work which he was called
upon to do—whenever the studies he
hadd pursued at the University of Utah
wore called directly into play-—-he was
as well informed and frequently better
thitn the boys from Penn, Yale, Ilar-
vard or any of the other major institu-
tions. T find, and [ can safely say
that my experiences are merely the
duplicate of the experiences of every
other man who has taken his degree
from Utah-——whether from the school of
arts and sciences o from the engineer-
ing school—that my instruction in the
courses that T elected wasg of the high-
stodegree of excellence and that the
age student from the Uuniveérsity
of Utah need not blush when discuss-
ing questions on  subjects awithin the

range of his learning, no matter where

the other fellow comes from.
PRAISE FOR HIGH SCHOOL.,

Along this same line I might add,
that the Salt Lake High school comes
in for its share of glory also. A
Princeton professor rvemarked to me
just the other day that the boys who
cote to Princeton from the Salt Lake
ITigh school are asg thoroughly prepared
for pursuing the higher branches of
learning as the students from any of
the very best of the eastern prepara-
tory schools. He laid especial stress
upon the manner in which the Utah
poys applied themselves to their work
and the extreme seriousness of thought
that they showed. In fact, I have
heard from many of the former Salt
Lake High school boys who are now
at Penn, or Harvard, or Cornell, oy
some  other prominent institution, as
to their work and they all report that
they have never yet had the occasion
to feel that their high school training
suffered any, as compared with that
evidenced by the other members of
theiv ¢lass,

A prominent member of the facuity
of the Jefferson - Medical  college of
Philadelphia, who coises into dirvect
contact with o great many of the Utah
students, of whom there are always
i econsiderable number in that most ex-
ceilent institution—said in speaking of
his personal obsgervations of the rela-
tive standing of the Utah boys in that
institution:

“I can invariably pick out a Utah
man within & wonderfully short time.
Whether it is in the atmosphore out
in that mountainoug state o not, T can
not say, but whatever the cause, I
must =ay that as a whole the Utah
men are and always have been anmong
the most congistent workers that we
have. Jefferson has never had  to
deny its diploma to o Utah man afier
the termination of a regular period of
study. They never fail, but to the
contrary, are usually well up toward
the head of their clagses,”

These eoonly i few of the many
flattering and pleasing reports that are
heard in all the viavious institutions
concerning Utah students and which is
building up the name of Utah in the
junior clement—at least—of the edu-
ciated classes,

UTAH'S “SAND 'AND GRImT.”

Nor have the Utah students bheen
successful only in the lines of Intellect-
ual activity, in drawing the attention
of the eastern college world, “Mike!
Murphy—head trainer at Pennsylvania,

as the premier trainer and athletie
coach in all this land, told me that

Mike didn't mention any ong
in particular, but he did take pains to
remind me how sorry he was that Fred
Bennion had not returned to Penn,
again this year and also fell into a
reminiscent mood and spoke of Dr.
“Joe' Anderson as one of the finest
fellows that ever walked into the Penn.
gymnasium, Nor has ‘'‘Mike" quite
got over his disappointment he experi-
enced one day when I took Oscar
Carlson in to see him, Oscar was just
visiting Penn. while on a short vaca-
tion from his studies at the University
of Chicago. “Mike'” saw a sccond
Ralph Rose in Oscar and it nearly
broke his heart when he learned thit
Oscar was only a visitor.
